LONDON, April 12.—The Bloemfontein 
correspondent of the Morning Post, tele- 


graphing on Tuesday, says: 
The Boers to the southeast are exhibit- 


ing indecision of movement, possibly in con- } 


sequence of our occupation of the railway. 
Bodies of the enemy are still moving 
from Winburg southward through Thaba 
N’Chu.

The Boers in the neighborhood 
of..Paardeberg show no disposition to inter- 
rupt our communication with Kimberley, 
from which point civil convoys are still ar- 
riving.”’ 


Permanent Defenses Ready. 
The Bloemfontein correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, in a dispatch dated Tues- 
dex, says: 

The permanent defenses are nearing 
completion, so that the town can be held by 
a relatively small garrison. 

“A British scout who has visited the 
Bloemfontein water works reports that the 
machinery and dams are intact. Only a few 
Beers remain in the neighborhood. The 
enemy have trekked six miles north and 
formed a laager near Waterval. 

News from General Brabant at Wepener 
shows that all is going satisfactorily there.

Boer Moves in Natal.. 
“The. latest development in the Natal cam- 
paign comes in a dispatch dated at Elands- 
lgagte, Wednesday, April 11, as follows:

NEW. JANTI<CIGARET CRUSADE. | 


‘Collector Brandecker to Enlist the Aid 
of Citizens in Collecting Evidence 
oe License Violators. | 


City Collector Brandecker has determined 
to revise so far as possible the methods of 
enforcing the cigaret law. He asserts that 
every step will be taken to prevent any deal- 
er from dodging the $100 annual license fee 
required by the city and thus check a loss 
of $80,000 annually in municipal revenue. 
The contention that city inspectors are not 
competent witnesses and cannot give ad- 
verse testimony has been a heavy handicap | 
to the department. Therefore outsiders will . 
be asked to gather evidence and testify in 
court. 

The new license year opens on May 1. Dur- 
ing the year just closed only 324 cigaret 
licenses ha been issued, though it is 
claimed that there are 1. 200 dealers in the 
city 

Chief Kipley is determined that his men 
shall aid in the movement for strict enforce- 
ment of the law. “I shall order,” said he, 
“that every man of this department keep 
close watch for any evasion of the law. Ci- 
garets have aided in the making of crim-

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It is gratifying to learn 

Destroying that the Health department 
Unmeanitary is thinking of doing its duty 
Tenements. with regard to the aboll- 
5 tion of unsanitary tene- 

ments, and that the new Council Committee 
on Health desires to assist in the good work. 
If the inspectors do their part effectively 
and report all buildings that plainly violate 
the Jaw, and if the delinquent landlords are 
duly warned and made to understand that 
their buildings will be torn down unless 
promptly repaired and cleaned, there will 
be but little actual demolition necessary. 
Owners of structures that are a menace to 
health or public safety will comply with the 
law as soon as they are convinced their 
property will be destroyed unless they at- 
tend to it. A health officer announces that 
there will be no promiscuous razing of tene- 
mentse—that such a measure would eces- 
sary only in case of plague. Both the offi- 
clals and the tenement-house owners can 
avoid the need of any drastic meusures in 
the future by attending to the matter now. 
The good intentions of the Health depart- 
ment can best be carried out by letting the 
offenders against the health laws under- 
stand that the city is in earnest in this move- 
ment to abolish all unsanitary tenements. — 


The action of the lowa } 
Legisiature in providing a Progress of 
special tax of a tenth of a University of 
mill for the benefit of the Iowa. 
State University makes 
especially timely an article by J. L. Pickard 
in Education, which sketches the remarka- 
ble progress of the institution. When estab- 
lished in 1855 it had two professors and one 
instructor. One year later there was a nom- 
inal President, six professors, and 124 stu- 
dents, of whom 19 were in the college classes. 
In 1858 the first student received the degree 
of Bachelor of Science, and the college work 
was suspended until 1860, when it was re- 
sumed with an overtopping normal depart- 
ment. The first catalogue showed 22 col- 
legiate students pursuing a course that was 
skimpy and limited. By 1878 there were 90 


‘next year the preparatory school was cut 
off. Today there are 1,400 students, of whom 
nearly 700 are in the collegiate department, 
to which students are admitted upon an 
examination fully two years in advance of 
the requirements of twenty-five years ago. 
The number of graduate students is rapidly 
“increasing, this year’s contingent number- 
ing at least 150, of whom 90 are candidates 
for the master’s degree or a doctorate of 
philosophy. The courses in all the profes- 
sional departments have been doubled in 
length of time, resulting in a more thorough 
training. The Iowa University is now in the 

_ front rank of State institutions.

Competent authorities estimate that 
the Boer war is killing at least 5,000 horses 
per month, which will account for 35,000 or 
40,000 animals since the beginning of the 
war, not counting those used for table pur- 
poses in Ladysmith, Kimberley, and Ma- 
feking. There is every probability that the 
wastage of horses will be still greater when 
the British penetrate farther into the Boer 
country. The Boers take special pains to 
kill the enemy's horses, because the death of 
a horse is Almost as great a military loss as 
the death ofa man. The climate also causes 
the wholesale sickness and death of the un- 
acclimated animals. To supply this enor- 
mous wastage the British are scouring the 
horse markets of the world. The War office 
is said to have arranged to convey 20,000 
horses in twenty-three vessels from New 


Orleans, Buenos Ayres,. and Australian . 


Ports, while at the same time a New York 
dispatch states that.a contract has been 
nearly completed in that city for 30,000 
more. If the war continues long enough at 
this rate the American horse breeders will 
be in clover.

LET THE DRAINAGE DISTRICT BE, 

Mayor Harrison is of the opinion that 
“an immediate step should be taken toward 
adopting a plan for the merging of the Sani- 
tary District with the city water depart- 
ment.” He says that were this to be done 
the salary account to be met by the citizens 
of Chicago would be greatly reduced—which 
is .extremely doubtful—and after the in- 
debtedness of the water department has 


surplus receipts may be used to maintain 
and operate and pay off the debt of “ the 
great waterway, unwisely called the drain- 


age canal.” . 


There is a section in the Sanitary District 
act which provides that nothing contained 
in it shall be construed as to constitute a 
contract between the State and any sanitary 
district, “or to prevent, debar, or deprive 
the State from, at any time in the future, 
altering, amending, or repealing this act, 
or imposing any conditions, restrictions, or 
requirements other, different, or additional 
to any herein contained.“ It may be that 
under this section the General Assembly 
can turn over to the city the duties dis- 
charged now by the Drainage Trustees. 
But it would be a misfortune if such action 
were taken before all that work which yet 
needs to be done in connection with the 
drainage channel is completed. Much re- 
mains to be done. A channel must be cut 
to divert from the lake the sewage emptied 
into it now through the Calumet. The 
South Branch calls for the expenditure of 
considerable money. The Drainage Trus- 
tees can attend to these matters more 
efficiently than any department of the mu- 
nicipal government. 

Undoubtedly if those trustees had to do 
their work over again, with the benefit of 
the experience they have had, they would be 
able to accomplish the same results, for 
much less money. Nevertheless, if the con- 
struction of the drainage channel had been 
intrusted to the municipal government, 
with its changes in administration, with its 
shiftless and extravagant methods, and its 
slavery to politics, more money would have

He in turn passes the light on to the people 
about him, and in a few minutes the whole 
building is ablaze with lights. Then is ex- 
changed the Easter kiss, which is the most 
unique of Easter customs in Russia. | 

The whole congregation passes by the 
priest, each kissing him three times, once on 
the forehead and on either cheek, and being 
kissed in return. 2 

The exchange of kisses, followed by pres- 
ents of Easter eggs, is almost universal 
among all classes of Russlans, In the boys’ 
schools all the pupils are saluted by the head 
master; friends and relations kiss each other 
on the streets, and the Easter lily takes the 
place of the mistletoe among the peasants. 

All along the sides of the street, on Easter 
night saucers containing a lighted wick and 
filled with melted tallow are placed to light 
the way of the Easter revelers. 


The most magnificent and imposing cele- 
bration of Easter is that which takes place 
at St. Peter’s in Rome. One of its most 
curious features is that known as The 
Silencing of the Bells.“ In the Sistine Chapel

. versal was the 
practice of si- 
lencing bells 
in Rome, at

extent, it being said, by way of explanation, 
that the bells have gone to Rome.“ 

On the morning of Easter Sunday the 
Pope himself officiates at mass in St. Peter's. 
Seated on the Sedia Gestatoria, or throne, 
and wrapped in his most magnificent vest- 
ments, he is carried from the adjoining pal- 
ace of the Vatican into the church. On his 
head he wears the great triple crown, typi- 
fying the unlon of temporal and spiritual 
power, and beside him are borne the flabelli 
or fans of ostrich feathers, in which are set 
the eye-like parts of peacock. feathers to 
signify the eternal vigilence of the church. 
Over his head is stretched a silk canopy, 
richly embroidered. 

After officiating at mass the Pope is borne 
back through the church to the sound of 
musie and ascends to the balcony over the 
central doorway... From that lofty seat he 
pronounces a benediction upon the thou- 
sands of people who crowd the enormous 
church below.
